Precisely such a power is conferred 
by the sensitive plate. When ityisyattached to a telescope whose lenses are by 
guitable mechanism kept constantly directed at a particular point in the sky, 
the astronomer is able vastly to gxtend the diameter of the visible universe, 
says the Chicago Tribune. Orbs so remote as to be invisible to the keenest ob- 
server in the course of a night form a clear picture in the camera. In securing 
pictures of particular heavenly bodies photography is quite as important as in 
making charts of the stars. Prof. Lowell has declared that the camera in half 
an hour has given him more knowledge of the. surface of Mars than ge would 
have been able to obtain in five years’ observation. The satellite of Neptune: 
though invisible in the telescope on account of its proximity to the planet, has 
been photographed in every part of its orbit. It was reserved for the photog- 
rapher, by a fine stretch of audacity, to compel the sun to take its own portrait, 
and to do it im the traction of a second.

AN IMPRESSIVE EVENING 








Vast Audience of 7000 Per- 
sons Hear Prima Donna and 
Choral Club. 





ATHER MANZETTI, a dark-faced, 
J thoughtful-eyed Italian priest, in 
a closely buttoned coat of clerical 
cut, had just conducted the Knights of 
Columbus Choral Club through the sing- 
ing of the first program number at the 
Coliseum last night when Emma Calve 
emerged from one ‘of the arena en- 
trances and made her graceful way to- 
ward the stage in the center of the vast 
amphitheater. 
A great wave of applause, the clap- 
ping of the hands of 7000 people, greeted 
her. She was an impressive and theatric 
figure. The black lace gown which she 
wore shone brilliantly with s spangies. A 
rich’ fur boa was thrown “about her 
neck and shoulders, its -tips traiing 
nearly to the hem of her skirt in t.e 
front. Her luxuriant black hair was. 
piled heavily on her nead, uplifted from 
the’ brows and falling like a sable tor- 
rent to the nape of her neck. Her pas- 
sionate eyes were alight with the in- 
spiration of the moment, the magnetic 
appeal of the waiting multitudes. A 
brilliant smile parted her red lips, show- 
ing the gleam of white teeth and in- 
denting a dimple in her olive cheek, 

She was accompanied by a cameo- 
faced italian lad with a violin tucked 
under his arm and an older,Praven- 
| Mustached man of the same blood, her 
pianist, and together they mounted the 
— and confronted the tremendous 
circle of humanity massed under hun- 
dreds of fluttering flags showing the 
colors of America and Rome. A sudden 
hush fell upon the imposing scene. Calve 
bowed to the four quarters of the com- 
pass, including all her audience with 
her salutation. At one moment of this 
ceremonial performance her eyes were 
met and heid bf those of a striking | 
group of grave St. Louis priests occu- 
pying a box along the arena’s eastern 
edge. 

The Songs of Sappho. . 

And then, with swiftiy uptilted chin, 
her rounded throat swelled much like 
that of a singing bird, she sounded the 
of Gounod’s beautiful 
“Stangzas of Sappho’’ and the charm of 
one of the supremest velvet voices that 
the world has ever known fell upon 
the souls of her hearers. It was a 
typically temperamental Calve numbér, 
this succession of splendidly melodious 
cries from the burning lips of the Greek 
poetess, and Calve gave it uterance 
as vital as if it were echoed by the 
heights that earliest heard the Sapphic 
singing itself. She seemed in the very 
mood of absolute responsiveness to its 
spirit and her voice was that Calve 
voice first lifted in St. Louis 14 years 
ago, when this greatest of all Carmens 
appeared here during her opening Amer- 
ican season as the brightest star of the 
old Metropolitan Opera Company, then 
under the management of Maurice Grau. 
The mighty audience encompassing her 
in its impressive ellipsis made the Coli- 
seum ring and ring again with the fer- 
vor of its approval. 

Calve Subatitutes an “Ave Maria.” 

Not being permitted to retire from 
the house’s vision without giving an 
encore, Calve then sang David’s love- 
ly “La Perle’—~—and how. finely did this 
number bridge the dramatic gap that 
'yawns between the Sappho stanzas and 
the succeeding number which the sing- 
er substituted for the programmed 
“Queen of Sheba” aria—Gounod’s truly 
reverential “‘Ave Maria!” I cannot but 
think that Calve made this sudden 
change in deference to those grave- 
faced. priests ta. whom she had bawed 
her proud head a few moments earlier, 
and, assuredly, it met with their quick 
commendation. Leading the applause 
which followed the last lingering note 
of its tender score was the hand-clap- 
ping of this churchly group, to whom, 
again, Calve made obeisance. Sudden- 
ly had a cathedral atmosphere been es- 
tablished, the “Ave Maria” following 
the choral club's own chanting of 
Perosi’s “Gloria in Excelsis’’—the only 
fault I have to find with the entire 
evening’s offering being the somewhat 
incongruous Calve introduction of 
“Suwanee River’ and ‘Dixie’ at this 
juncture.

Its regular program numbers 
were “Everywhere,” an English version 
of Freudenberg’s *Grillparser;”’ a 
quaintly humorous little song entitled 
‘Jealousy,’ given with fine comedy 
phrasing; the impressive “Gloria in Ex- 
celsis’’ already mentioned, and Field 
Ballard’s swingingly tuneful “Come 
O’er the.Sea.”” In addition, the club 
also sang several encore numbers, of 
which the amusing “Where Are. You 
Going, My Pretty Maid’’ was a refresh- 
ing feature. Quite to the surprise of 
the audience, both the singing of. Mme. 
Calve and of the Choral Club was satis- 
fyingly heard in the big Coliseum, los- 
ing put little, even in the finer shad- 
ings, for lack of a closed-in stage’s 
sounding board possibilities. The choral 
work revealed the benefits of admirable 
training.
